COLOGNE, West Germany. - 
French Jews applauded yesterday 
as a Cologne court sentenced three 
former Nazis to long jail terms for 
deporting 73,000 French Jews to the 
Auschwitz death camp.

chief in France and head of a 
department in the Paris Gestapo. 

Kurt Ltachha, 70, one-time

Heinrichsohn, 59: who worked In the 
Gestapo's Jewish affairs depart- 
ment In Paris, were jailed for 10 


and six years respectively. 

After passing sentence. Judge 
Heinz Faasbender said In a two- 
hour statement all three must have 
irealtaed that death faced many of 
the 73,000 men, women and children .

Herat’s anti-Grapper bid

Begin says 
settlements 
necessary 
to security

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
yesterday rejected the suggestion 
that settlements In Judea and 
Samaria have no major impact on 
Israel's security by stating that 
“these settlements are part of our 
national security in the most ab- 
solute sense of the word." 

Begin was responding to a 
member of the American Jewish 
Committee's board of governors, 
who suggested that while Jews 
have the unquestioned right to live 
In any part of Eretz Y Israel, the Im- 
plementation of that right at this 
time "causes danger to Israel's in- 
terests in the U.S. and around the 
world." 

The premier countered that "the 
exercise of that right Is always 
coupled with our national 
security." He conceded, however, 
that he realized the point is 
“•sometimes misunderstood" 
abroad, "but It should be clarified." 

Begin also said that the “so- 
called PLO has a budget of Jim. per 
day" financed by Arab countries 
"and those who have petrodollars 
in the billions. With that money you 
can make bombs, make propagan- 
da and do all the evil things." 

The prime minister also warned 
against the “voice of 
appeasement" in the U.S. and 
Europe which calls for Israeli con- 
cessions in the autonomy 
negotiations so that the West will 
find favour with Arab and Islamic 
states. 

"Making suggestions to make the 
Camp David agreement more at- 
tractive to the Palestinians — to 
this I say that everything already 
In the Camp David agreement. All 
the encouragement was already 
given to them." 

Begin was presented with a 
lithograph by Chaim Gross based 
on a peace theme to be displayed In 
the Israel embassy in Cairo. 

Meeting with the AJC board on 
Sunday, Jerusalem Mayor Teddy 
Kolick said that successive Israeli 
governments could have done far 
more for the Arab and Christian 
populations of Jerusalem. "We 
hnve been miserly in giving them 
their rights. Everything we have 
done for them has been done ad- 
ministratively, but never fixed in 
law." 

Kolick added that "by right, all 
members of all government 
rabinets should burn in hell for 
neglecting Jerusalem and for shelv- 
ing the problem of Israel’s 
minorities." Asked how the propos- 
ed Autonomy plan would affect 
Jerusalem. Kollek said: "It Is im- 
possible for the government to say 
that autonomy concerns people and 
not territory. This would mean 
leaving the 100,000 Arabs of East 
Jerusalem without a vote — that la. 
without political rights. Another 
solution must be found.” 


Jobs abroad await Israeli doctors

TEL AVIV. — Three countries — • 
South Africa, Australia and New 
Zealand — have already expressed 
willingness to absorb jobless doc- 
tors from Israel, Dr. Sam Tyancf, of 
the Gcha psychiatric hospital 
yesterday told a stormy meeting of 
the Tel Aviv branch of the Israel 
Medical Association. 

“In future wc should appeal to the 
Foreign Ministry in helping us find 
jobs abroad, and not to the Health 
Ministry to provide us with work in 
Israel,” he declared. 

It was reported that at present, 
there arc some 250 doctors out of 
work, most of them new graduates 
of the country's four medical 


schools. About 400-500 more doctors 
face dismissal under the Health 
Ministry’s proposal to cut by 6 per 
cent the jobs of 8.000 doctors now 
employed. 

The meeting was one of several 
called by the country's doctors 'to 
formulate steps to -persuade the 
authorities to reconsider their deci- 
sion to cut medical budgets. 

Dr. Eli Dreazen, who finished his 
internship one month ago, told the 
Tel Aviv gathering he had already 
registered at the Labour Exchange 
for work, and he proposed that if 
the Health Ministry wanted "ef- 
ficiency firings." the first person to 
he fired should be the minister. 
Eliezer Shoatak. 
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The attack then turned on the 
TMA for its failure to protect the in- 
terests of young doctors, and it was 
hinted that the ministry's demand 
that the doctors’ works committees 
in the various hospitals should draw 
up "lists of doctors to be fired" was 
catastrophic and a harbinger of the 
ministry's thinking. 

Only one doctor contended that it 
was better to be a doctor In Israel — 
even a jobless one — than to 
emigrate. “I got sick in the 
stomach when I heard doctors clap- 
ping at proposals to emigrate." He 
was Dr. Eldod Azkir-EU (Hillel 
Jnffc hospital), who talked his own 
son nut of becoming a doctor, and 
once, when he was without work In 
his profession, "scrubbed down the 
toilets In Kibbutz Givat Brenner 
rather than emigrate." 

Prof. Moshe Solowiejczyk 
( Ichllov ) said that when he recently 
met with ShostAk. the latter made It 
Amply dear — "the first time It was 
made, clear to us" - that the 8 per 
cent cut applied not only to the cost 
nf medical services, but "also 
men nt that 6 per cent of the doctors' 
hends must roll."

Heavy artillery duels 
rage in S. Lebanon

Artillery battles between 
Christian militia forces and 
PLO terrorists in Sontbem 
Lebanon still raged last night. 
The bitter clashes began in the 
early hours of the morning, but 
died down during the afternoon. 

Terrorists dog in at Beaufort 
Castle, reopened fire on 
positions held by Major Sa’ad 
Haddad’s militia at 7,30 p.m. 

Four people were killed and 
eight Injured In the early mor- 
ning fighting, as terrorists blew 
up six bouses in two Christian 
villages* 

The terrorists had Infiltrated 
through UNIFIL lines held by the 
Nepalese and Irish battalions. 

In response. Haddad's artillery 
pounded terrorist concentrations 
from the Mediterranean to 
XAbAtlya in the north for seven 
hours. 

The area has been quiet since 
noon yesterday. But observers In 
Israel fear that yesterday's 
fighting, which climaxed two weeks 
of heightened terrorist activity In 
Southern Lebanon, may be the har- 
binger of more to come. They also 
fear It could result in possible 
Israeli Involvement. 

Looking grave, Haddad yester- 
day appealed to Premier Menahem 
Begin to "honour his promise" to 
help Christians repulse danger "to 
our families and children." He told 
reporters "a real war. massacre, Is 
going on little by little in tbe south." 

Yesterday's fighting started at 
5.40 a.m. Five charges laid by the 
terrorists In the village of Dir 
Mimas during the night exploded 
alongside five separate houses on 
the perimeter of the town, situated 
northeast of Metulla. 

Three people were killed instan- 
taneously and a fourth died while 
waiting to be evacuated to hospital. 
Four others were Injured. 

The wounded were evacuated to 
the "Good Fence" in Metulla and 
taken by IDF helicopter to Ram- 
ham Hospital in Haifa. Funerals for 
the dead were held later yesterday 
morning. 

Almost Immediately, Haddad’s 
forces opened artillery fire on the 
Beaufort Castle, a terrorist 
stronghold directly above 
Dir Mimas. The terrorists then fired 
at an Armoured vehicle and later at 
an ambulance which Haddad had. 
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Major Saad Haddad, commander of the local militia forces. In- 
spects one of the houses destroyed in yesterday's terrorist attack 
on the South Lebanese village of Dir Mimas. iXFPA) 


sent In to evacuate the wounded. A 
second armoured vehicle, travell- 
ing between Dir Mimas and Tel 
Lubiya, hit a mine, presumably laid 
by the terrorists during the night. 
Also early yesterday morning a sixth 
explosive charge laid during the 
night went off next to a house in 
Elnata in the eastern sector of 
Southern Lebanon, adjacent to the 
area controlled by the Irish 
UNIFIL battalion. Only light in- 
juries were caused by that bomb. 

Other towns fired at and shelled 
by the terrorists in Southern 
Lebanon yesterday included Bar 
Aahid, Male el-Jabel and Majdal 
Zun. Another four local residents 
were injured In these exchanges. 

Haddad, In his response, launch- 
ed an extremely heavy artillery 
counter-attack on several major 
terrorist concentrations, including 
Tyre on the Mediterranean coast, 
Arnoun and Nabatiya. In six hours 
he Is thought to have fired over 500 
shells In response to the terrorists. 

Nabatiya resldents sald the thud 
of heavy artillery jolted them out of 
bed shortly before sunup, and 
Lebanese provincial authorities 
said the shelling Inflicted enormous 
damage on houses and olive groves 
in 11 different hamlets around the 
market town. 

Haddad's militias were reported 
to have slammed rounds of 155mm. 


shells into a military barracks held 
by the dissident Lebanese Arab Ar- 
my. a breakaway group of 
renegade soldiers led by leftist Lt. 
Ahmed Khatlb. 

Khatlb's command Issued a state- 
ment accusing Haddad’s militias 
and Israel of provoking the 
fighting. Haddad himself accused 
the PLO and leftist gunners cif shell- 
ing first. 

"Our forces had to return fire and 
silence the source of artillery 
shells," Khatlb's statement said. 
"Our gunners scored direct hits, 
damaged one tank and killed its 
crew." 

Two persons were wounded in the 
village of Qaqayeh, and scores of 
single-storey houses sustained con- 
siderable damage, local Lebanese 
authorities reported. 

The barrage yesterday coincided 
with the flow into Southern Lebanon 
of scores of families fleeing Beirut 
and surrounding areas, where it 
was feared a threat by Syrian 
troops could rekindle the civil war 
In Lebanon. 

Syria's 30,000-man force, which 
smothered the war In Lebanon 88 
months ago, last week said that 
they planned to pull out some 5,000 
of their troops from devastated 
Beirut. They were to be redeployed 
In the strategic Bekaa valley, which

Israel asks U.S., Egyptian 
cooperation in housing plan

Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz 
yesterday suggested that the U.S., 
Egypt and Israel develop a Joint 
project In housing. He brought up 
the proposal at a meeting in 
Jerusalem with President Jimmy 
Carter's special trade negotiator, 
Reuben Askew. 

Israel made some other 
"suggestions'* in the meeting: that 
the Americans aid Israel in drilling 
for oil here, and that they help dig 
the combined tunnel-canal linking 
the Dead Sea and the Mediterra- 
nean to develop hydro-electric 
power. 

Israel also asked more privileges 
for the Israel Aviation Industry — 
easier access to licences and more 
purchases of Israeli equipment for 
the U.S. army — as well as for 
civilian use. 

Another request was that the 
Americans include Israel in Agency 
for International Development 
tenders for assistance to Third 
World countries. 

On the other hand, Israel also 
wants some of the easy terms the 
U.S. gives developing countries un- 
der the GSP (General System of 
Preference) programme. 

Askew, who arrived in Israel 
from Egypt, praised Hurvitz and 
said reports of his economic 
measures had impressed a wide 
public In the U.S. He said he would 
examine Israel's proposals and see 
that they were considered 
favourably in the U.S., but noted 
that various authorities . were 
responsible for the decisions.

Ports Authority boss cagey 
on mismanagement charges

Yitzhak Rahav, director-general 
of the Ports Authority, failed 
yesterday to give media represen- 
tatives a convincing explanation of 
alleged mismanagement within the 
authority. All he could say was, 
■“Ibere's no one in the state who 
doesn't overstep the bounds of 
proper management." 

But police, who have been in- 
vestigating the allegations, think 
differently, and have recommend- 
ed that some of the authority's 
workers be brought to trial. 


Rahav. questioned over and over 
yesterday by journalists, refused to 
discuss the allegations. But he was 
angry that they had been leaked to 
the media which should, he con- 
tended, not have publicized them. 
The authority's controller, he said, 
should not have turned to the press. 

Rahav was asked to comment on 
the case of Yehezkiel Blum, an 
authority employee investigated by 
the police. The investigation was 
wound up on December 6, and his 
file has -been transferred to the 


Haifa district prosecutor for deci- 
sion on further proceedings, with & 
police recommendation that he be 
brought to trial. Rahay's sole com- 
ment was that Blum had exceeded 
his authority. "And who hasn't?" 
Rahav asked. Police have also 
recommended prosecution for 
Ya'acov Inbar and Ya'acov 
Shniteks of Ashdod. 

Rahav said he anticipated a 20 
per cent drop in the Ports 
Authority's revenues, 85 per cent of 
which come from imports. He said 
this forecast was based on an es- 
timated drop of 12 per cent in im- 
ports following the current fall-off 
in economic activity. 

Rahav also claimed port fees had 
gone up in the past five years by 
only 75 per cent of the price index 
when reckoned in Israel pound 
terms. He pointed to Increased ef- 
ficiency in the ports, partly due to 
greater mechanization, and partly 
to stepped-up productivity. But 
while productivity has gone up by 
15-20 per cent over the last three 
years, estimates are that workers’ 
real wages have only risen by some 
3 per cent per annum. • 


Supreme Court rejects 
appeal by spy who ‘joked’

The Supreme Court yesterday 
rejected the appeal of a 34- year-old 
New Zealander serving a six-year 
prison term for passing secret in- 
formation to an Egyptian in- 
telligence officer. 

Ian Beder, of Lower Hutt, New 
Zealand had appealed to the court 
against his conviction by the 
Jerusalem District Court and the 
severity of the sentence handed 
down. 

Beder first came to Israel in May, 
1970. After more than a year as a 
volunteer on various kibbutzim he 
was contacted by a Mossad 
recruiter. However, he was found 
unsuitable following a series of psy- 
chological and psychometric tests. 

He left Israel in August 1971 and 
while in Madrid voluntarily con- 
tacted the Egyptian embassy 
where he met with one of their in- 


telligence officers. During this 
meeting he provided details of his 
contacts with the Mossad as well as 
other information of a military 
nature. He was arrested following 
his return to Israel in 1976. 

Justices Meir Sh&mg&r, Miriam 
Ben-Porat and David Bechor ruled 
that Beder's contention that the 
whole episode with the Egyptian in- 
telligence officer was no more than 
a joke was illogical and inconsistent 
with the voluntary statement he 
made to the police and the security 
services. 

While criticizing the fact that the 
police had taken down Beder's 
statement in Hebrew even though 
he had made It in English, the court 
found no grounds to question its ac- 
curacy. 

The judges also saw no justifica- 
tion for reducing the sentence, 
since Beder had acted voluntarily 
and had harmed the security of the 
state.

passive assistance of the Syrians, 
the terrorists will now exploit their 
strongholds... and use them for 
launching new hostilities." 

Israel has warned that It will not 
tolerate any terrorist or Syrian 
moves against the Christians, and 
Begin last week told foreign cor- 
respondents that “If the Christians, 
either In the south or in the north, 
are being attacked, Israel will not 
be passive." 

Observers in Israel fear that ex- 
tended clashes between the 
terrorists and the militias might 
necessarily spell Israeli Involve- 
ment if the situation escalates to a 
point where security interests here 
are threatened. For the past two 
weeks, the terrorists have in- 
filtrated into Haddad's territory 
almost daily.

The three former Nazis were 
earlier tried and sentenced in 
absentia by French courts, who 
handed Lischka a death sentence in 
1951. 

Although they later surfaced at 
home, the three were not extradited 
to serve the sentences, as West Ger- 
many does not extradite its 
Citizens. 

After a change in the law to allow 
retrial of cases handled abroad, 
they were brought to court in 
Cologne last summer. 

Lischka, Hagen and 
Heinriehsohn walked out of the 
court after the verdict, pending 
possible appeal.

Autonomy teams meet today 
on ‘categories’ of power

The autonomy negotiations 
resume on the working group level 
in Cairo today, with the three teams 
still attempting to place the 'powers 
and responsibilities' of the pro- 
jected autonomy Into agreed 
'categories.' 

The Israeli team, under Interior 
Ministry Director-General Haim 
Kubersky, will fly to Cairo this mor- 
ning. where the talks will be held at 
the Mena House Hotel, near the 
pyramids. Next week, the talks will 
transfer to the Laromme Hotel in 
Tel Aviv — in keeping with the re- 
cent resolve ot the autonomy 
plenum that the working groups 
meet "on an accelerated and inten- 
sified schedule." 

The -climax of this stepped-up ac- 
tivity will come on February 26. In 
London, whem the top three 
negotiators, U;S. envoy Sol 
Lino witz. Egyptian Prime Minister 
'Mustapba Khalfi and Interior 
Minister Yosef Burg will meet. 


The Israeli ministerial autonomy 
group met in Jerusalem yesterday 
together with Kubersky and his 
aides for a review of the state of 
play before the new round of talks. 
Participants said the tensions that 
had affected relations between 
members of the ministerial group 
of late were not hi evidence at 
yesterday’s meeting.

Beduin denies promising 
Knesset seat to Druse

Beduin Sheikh Hamad Abu 
Rabi’a said yesterday that the 
government would have to use 
force to get Beduin off their Negev 
lands, if the special Negev land ac- 
quisition bill is passed in its present 
form. He also said be would never 
resign his Knesset seat in favour of 
Druse Sheikh Jaber Mu'adi and 
denied having sworn a solemn oath 
to Allah and his prophet Muham- 
mad, on a copy of the Koran, to the 
effect that he would let Mu'adi take 
his place. 

Abu Rabi’a said the 
government's present proposal in 
the Ben-Melr committee, to give 
each Beduin five dunams with 
water for every 100 dunams of land 
taken for the giant Negev airfield, 
was tantamount to bringing starva- 
tion on’ them. "Every Jewish 
moshav family in the Negev has at 
least 20 dunams to live on, all 
irrigated," the sheikh said. "For 
every two dunams lire give up, we 
must get at least one in return," he 
said. 

The sheikh said: “The Beduin 
cannot possibly agree to the law in 
its present form. IS it is applied 
nevertheless, the Beduin will hate 
the law. We cannot let our homes 
and livelihood be taken away." 

Abu Rabi'a denied ever having 
sworn a solemn oath to resign and 
let Mu'adi into the Knesset. He 
charged that Mu’adi had offered 


him money and gifts to try and per- 
suade him to resign. 

The purported agreement which 
Mu’adi claimed he bad signed, 
promising to resign, was invalid in 
a court of law, Abu Rabi’a said. 

He said there were already three 
Druse In the Knesset, and there 
would be four if Mu’adi got in. "I 
am the only Moslem here, though 
there are as many Beduin in Israel 
as there are Druse," he said. 
“There is no more crucial issue for 
Arabs in Israel today, than the land 
expropriation issue, and I shall 
never have the gall to tell the Be- 
duin who voted for me, that I walk- 
ed out of the Knesset and left their 
land problem to a Druse.”

MK Tamir hits government 
‘anarchy’ over ecology

TEL AVIV. — A recent poll shows a 
considerable increase in the 
public's awareness of pollution 
problems, but “anarchy reigns" 
among the government authorities 
which are supposed to deal with 
them, MK Yosef Tam! r told a press 
conference here yesterday. 

Tamir heads Life and Environ- 
ment , a norFguvernmenial umbrella 
organization which incorporates 24 
public bodies concerned with 
ecology. 

The poll, conducted by Pori, 
showed that 65 per cent of those 
questioned felt air pollution was a 
problem in Israel and 50 per cent 
thought noise pollution In public 
places was a problem. 

Tamir emphasized that there 
were many anti-pollution laws on 
the books which were not being im- 
plemented because there Is no clear 


government authority responsible. 
Nothing, for instance, had been 
done nhout contaminated water 
sources because It was not clear 
which minister is responsible. 

The purity of foods Is another 
grey area: no central body is in 
charge of checking chemical 
residues or other harmful in- 
gredients in food grown in Israel. 

In answer to a question from The 
Jrruxulrm Pont. Tamir sold that a 
loophole hi the current laws allows 
foreign chemical companies to use 
Israel as a testing ground for new 
and sometimes harmful chemicals. 
Tamir said he would soon Initiate a 
law to curtsil the use of chemicals 
In agriculture. 

One of the most striking results in 
the poll was that air and noise pollu- 
tion did not worry young people 
between the ages of 18 and 29. In 
Uuit age group. 14.3 per cent claim- 
ed that cleanliness In public places 
was a trivial matter. 


130 idled as Dimona firm flounders

Two Dimona factories. Friction 
Materials and Ceramic Castings, 
yesterday sent 130 employees on en- 
forced vacation as the owners, 
Hugh and Edward Schwarts, found 
their financial troubles growing 
more severe. 

Speaking to the Knesset's 
Finance Committee yesterday. 
Yoram Zlv. director-general of the 
Industry, Trade and Tourism 
Ministry, said he was withdrawing 
his request that the committee ap- 
prove a government guarantee per- 
mitting the brothers to borrow 
lL3?m. to ball themselves out. 

Zlv had earlier supported the 
guarantee proposal but revised his 
opinion following a report from the 
government-appointed trustee. 
Oded Erez. who has said the twin 


concern needed IL72m., and even 
this Ignores rising costs during the" 
next three months. 

Yesterday's temporary lay-off 
followed a severe depletion of raw 
materials at the plants. But there 
are other problems, too. The 
Schwartz brothers' firm has not 
forwarded taxes of some IXAOm.- 
TLTOm.. and It also owes money to 
the Israel Electricity Corporation. 

But the firm 1s also owed millions 
in government investment funds. 

The government believes the 
company can succeed and Is 
prepared to reschedule Its debts. 
One possible solution may be to ap- 
point a receiver to take over 
management from the present 
owners. 

Some MKs favour permitting the 
company to sell its products to the 
transport cooperatives and the 
IDF. 


‘Unsatisfied’ Haifa city engineer quits

HAIFA. — City Engineer Slmha 
Schwartz has resigned after only 
two years in office, effective on 
March 31. An architect and town 
planner. Schwartz informed Mayor 
A rye Gurel last week that he wish- 
ed to return to private practice, 
"where I expect greater 
professional and personal satisfac- 
tion.** 

Schwartz reportedly found his 
department a shambles when he 
took office, and spent most of his ef- 
forts reorganizing it. He tried to up- 
date Haifa's confusing building 
regulations and enforce them, and 
also to give the city a new outline 
plan to replace the 3.934 one still in 
force — but apparently with little 
success. 


Schwartz's predecessor. 
Avraham Columbus, meanwhile, is 
suing the municipality for breach of 
contract. He reported that he had 
been called from a lucrative posi- 
tion in the U.S. to take over as city 
engineer and was summarily dis- 
missed a few months afterwards 
without explanation. 

Schwartz said last May that 
Haifa's biggest problem was the 
public’s lack of cooperation with 
city hall in running the town. With 
the streets badly littered, public 
gardens ravaged and people park- 
ing their cars wherever they stop, 
he told The Jenuudem Post then. It 
Is no wonder Haifa looks the way it 
does. “It could be the prettiest city 
In the country, if only Haifaltes 
would care enough," he declared.

It was not clear whether the con- 
gress would obtain a permit from 
the Israeli authorities, which have 
not allowed meetings of a political 
nature to take place In East 
Jerusalem.

Begiii’s tongue slips on Black Hebrews

A slip of the tongue by Prime 
Minister Me n a h em Begin yester- 
day morning led to the reporting 
both here and abroad of the 
erroneous story that Black 
Hebrews in Dimona will receive 
citizenship. 

Appearing in the Knesset lecture 
hall before the American Jewish 
Committee's board of governors, 
Begin delivered a no-surprise 
speech, in English, denouncing the 
PLO, explaining the autonomy 
negotiations and warning against 
the Soviet menace in Syria and 
Afghanistan. 

Begin reiterated previous 
statements that Israel has no inten- 
tion of launching an attack against 
Syria. But he sold that there are 2,- 
500 Soviet advisers in Syria, and 
also repeated previous warnings 
that Israel Is on guard against a 
possible Syrian attack. 

Apparently caught off guard by a 


question from the audience about 
the Black Hebrews', the premier 
said; “This Is a complex question, 
and we will do our best to deal with 
it seriously so the people will feel 

equal They'll be citizens of this 

country." 

(The settlement of Black 
Hebrews In the Negev development 
town of Dimona began over a 
decade ago, when a small group 
arrived from the U.S. on three- 
month tourist visas. More Joined 
them, and they now number over 2,- 
500. While they claim to be “true 
Hebrews they are not recognized 
as Jews and do not have 
citizenship.) 

Neither Begin nor his advisers 
Yehuda Avner and Horry Hurwlts, 
who were sitting with him at the 
dais, corrected the statement. 

Called later by The Jerusalem 
Post. Avner said that Be gin's state- 
ment was Indeed a “slip of the 
tongue" and that he meant that 
Black Hebrews are being treated 


with respect and fairness — - but 
that there is no new policy of gran- 
ting them Israeli citizenship. 

But the news went out on Kol 
Ylsrael's noon news bulletin and on 
the English-language news 
programme at 2 p.m. Similar 
stories, filed by foreign cor- 
respondents who were present in 
the Knesset, were sent abroad. 

Meanwhile, MK David Glass of 
the National Religious Party, who 
chairs the Knesset Law Committee, 
told The Post that he will release 
the recommendations of the Gloss 
Committee report on the Black 
Hebrews next week. The report has 
been awaited for nearly two years. 
Glass, explaining the delay, said 
that so much new material has 
come in, “almost every day, in- 
cluding during my recent trip to the 
U.S.," that It waa difficult to get the 
recommendations down on paper. 
He declined to disclose the contents 
of the report.

First anniversary of Islamic revolution 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — Russians 
still form a narrow majority of the 
Soviet population, but their share is 
slipping because of a baby boom 
among Moslem nationalities, ac- 
cording to census results published 
here. 

Publication this week ot results 
from the January 1379 census has 
given the first accurate picture for 
nearly a decade of the mixture of 
nationalities among the Soviet 
Union's 262 million people. 

The 137 million ethnic Russians 
make up 52.4 per cent of the total 
population, compared to 53.8 per 
cent at the last census in 1970. 

The next biggest nationality are 
the Ukrainians with 42 million or 
18.1 per cent, compared to 18.8 per 
cent in 2970. 

In third place are the Uzbeks, 
biggest of the Soviet Union's 
Moslem nationalities with 12.5 
million, a rise of 35 per cent. They 
have displaced the 9.5 million 
Byelorussians who, like their fellow 
Slavs, have a low birthrate. 

The census figures Indicate that 
the Soviet Union has arOund 40 
million people of Moslem origin, 
some 10 million more than in 1970. 
About half are in Central Asia* and 
the rest in the Caucasus and 
Russia. 

The number of Jews fell marked- 
ly to 1,811*099 from 2,151*000 In 1970, 
continuing a decline evident in the 
1980s. Approximately 250,000 Jews 
emigrated daring the 1970s* for 
Israel and the West. (However, the 
“1980 American Jewish Yearbook,” 
published by the American Jewish 
Committee, estimated the current 
Soviet Jewish population of 
2,680,000.) 

Among nationalities showing the 
smallest growth were the 1.4 
million Latvians, whose numbers 
grew by only 0.6 per cent over the 
nine years. 

Latvia la one of three small Baltic 
republics where birth rates are 
very low and pressures for 
assimilation among non-Russians 
are traditionally strong. The Jews, 
too, say they are particularly 
vulnerable to "russification,” since 
they lack opportunities to pass on 
Jewish language and culture 
among the younger generation. 

In Central Asia the picture is the 
opposite, with high birth rates, 
large families and less assimila- 
tion. 


Bani-Sadr says U.S. hostages 
could be freed ‘in coming days’ 


Carter wins 
by nose in 
Maine ballot 


Afghans interested in 
talks with Pakistan . 


TEHERAN (API. — As some 50 
American hostages marked their 
100 th day in captivity yesterday, 
Iranian President Abolhassan 
Bani-Sadr was quoted by a French 
newspaper as saying his govern- 
ment no longer demanded extradi- 
tion of the deposed shah as a 
precondition for their release, 
which could come "perhaps even in 
the coming days." 

Masses of Iranians turned out in a 
steady rain to celebrate the first an- 
niversary of the Islamic revolution 
with a victory parade through 
Teheran. The crush was so great 
that an estimated 57 persons were 
injured when a grandstand collaps- 
ed. the state radio said. 

Three people were killed when 
they were run over by an army tank 
at the end of the parade. 

Release for the hostages could 
come if the U.S. government 
acknowledged its past "crimes" In 
Iran and recognized his 
government's "right to obtain the 
extradition of the shah and the 
restitution of his fortune,” Bani- 
Sadr was quoted as saying by "Le 
Monde." 


none of those injured was foreign. 

The parade in Teheran and other 
marches across the country mark- 
ed the anniversary of the forced 
resignation of Shah pour BakhUar, 
the last prime minister appointed 
by Shah Mohammed Reza Pahiavi. 

"Le Monde," which said Bani- 
Sadr was interviewed on Sunday, 
quoted him as saying the hostages 
would not have to wait until the end 
of an inquiry to Investigate 
allegations against the shah and bis 
possible extradition. "The two af- 
fairs are not connected. It would be 
sufficient, E repeat, that the United 
States admit their responsibilities 
and to pledge Itself to no longer In- 
terfere in our affairs.... If they ad- 
mit this fact, it would help us to free 
the hostages in a short time, 
perhaps even in the coming days." 

In the message read to the crowd 
by his son, Khomeini did not men- 
tion the hostage situation but said 
Iran's struggle must continue 
against the U.S., "this ruthless 
world-devoure r . " 


The newspaper said Bani-Sadr in- 
dicated that revolutionary leader 
Ayatollah Khomeini would have to 
"ratify" this new compromise for- 
mula. There was no indication if it 
had the backing of the Islamic 
militants holding the hostages in 
the occupied U.S. embassy since 
November 4. They have said they 
would follow the orders of 
Khomeini. Since the crisis began, 
the Iranian government has 
demanded extradition of the depos- 
ed shah before the release of the 
Americans. 

Bani-Sadr stood in for Khomeini, 
who has been in hospital since 
January 23 after a heart attack, on 
the official reviewing stand in 
Teheran's Freedom Square. He 
was Joined by Khomeini's son 
Ahmad, who read a message from 
his father, and Palestine Liberation 
Organization chief Yasser Arafat. 

As the victory parade of army, 
navy and air force units got under 
way, led by a contingent from the 
military officers' school, the radio 
said, the crowd surged In to the 
viewing stand despite efforts by 
government soldiers to maintain 
order. One of the stands collapsed 
and the injured were taken to 
hospitals. The radio later said all 
but five were discharged. Western 
reporters in Teheran said the 
collapsed grandstand was filled 
with foreign and Iranian dignitaries 
invited by the government but that 


But he said after Iran ended Its 
political, military, economic and 
cultural dependence on America, 
“we will establish ordinary 
relations with America Just as with 
other countries.” He said Israel, “a 
base for America,*' most be 
destroyed. 


Teheran radio, estimated the 
crowd at two million people. Roads 
leading to the parade route were 
filled with people as far as the eye 


could see. Many were chanting: 
“Allah-o-akbar" — God is great — , 
and burning incense. . 

Iran's official Pars news agency, 1 
in a dispatch distributed by the 
Kuwait news agency, quoted Arafat 
as saying upon arrival in Teheran: ■ 
“This land is part of my 
homeland.-.it is also a land for 
Fatah." 

The Bahrain-based Gulf news 1 
agency said Arafat was greeted at 
the airport by the FLO represen- 
tative in Iran and the ambassadors 
of Syria, Lebanon, Kuwait, Qatar, 
Bahrain and Algeria. 

Meanwhile in New Delhi, leftist 
Iranians rallied outside the 
American embassy, protesting that 
the Iranian revolution had been 
betrayed by religious fanatics and 
elements friendly to the “U.S. im- 
perialists.” 

Police reinforcements guarded 
the embassy from about 250 
youthful demonstrators who burned 
an Imitation American flag, carried 1 
a hammer-and-sickle banner, 
chanted anti-capitalist and anti- 
American slogans and sang the 
American protest song, "We shall 
overcome." 

Leaflets circulated by the "All- 
India Iranian students Association" 
criticized "reactionary religious 
fanatics" in Iran without naming 
Khomeini. The leaflets said his 
reglm e had imposed a 1 'reactionary 
constitution" on Iran and the people 
"were forced .to accept a Bo-called 
Islamic republic." (AP, UPI) 


AUGUSTA. Maine (Reuter). — 
President Carter narrowly beat his 
rival Sen. Edward Kennedy in the 
Maine Democratic Party caucuses 
here last night, the second clash in 
their bAttle for the 2980 presidential 
nomination. 

Carter took 44 per cent of the 
vote, with Kennedy, campaigning 
in his New England home territory 
taking 39 per cent, and the third 
slice going to California Governor 
Edmund "Jerry" Brown, who gain- 
ed 25 per cent. Two per cent went to 
uncommitted delegates. 

With the support for Kennedy and 
Brown, more Democrats actually 
voted against Carter than for him, 
although presidential ~ press 
secretary Jody Powell said: 
"Where I come from, a win is a win 
and a defeat is a defeat. Close only 
counts in pitching horseshoes." 

For Kennedy, the showing was a 
vast improvement on his perfor- 
mance in their first test of strength, 
when he went down to Carter by 1 
two-to-one in the Iowa party 
caucuses. 

George Bush held a slim lead 
over Ronald Reagan in the non- 
binding Republican town caucuses, 
parter leaders said. The 300-odd 
Republican caucuses — unlike the 
one-day-only Democratic meetings 
— started a month ago and are 
spread over three months to March 
15. 


KABUL (Reuter). — The Soviet- 
backed Afghan government called 
yesterday for peace talks with 
Pakistan and said It was seeking 
friendly relations with ail 
neighbouring countries. 

A government statement said it 
wished to solve all its problems 
with Pakistan through peaceful and 
amicable negotiations, provided 
Pakistan adopted a more responsi- 
ble attitude towards Afghanistan. 

The Afghan government wished 
to continue "its all-sided efforts of 
maintaining friendly relations with 
all peace-loving countries, par- 
ticularly neighbours like the USSR, 
India. Pakistan and Iran the 
statement said. 

It was issued at the end of a five- 
day visit to Kabul by a special en- 
voy of Indian Premier Indira 
Gandhi, but It was clearly aimed at 
Pakistan and Iran.

• The bishop of his Mormon 
church ward had his official 
records stamped "deceased" and 
sent them off to church head- 
quarters In Salt Lake City. 

• Two different courts declared 
Roberts legally dead. 

• A life insurance company was 
Just about to pay off tbe mortgage 
on his home. 


• A dispute had arisen between his 
business partner and his family 
over the estate's share of the com- 
pany. 

• His relatives were quarrelling 
over his possessions.

— Nationalist leader 
Robert Mugabe charged yesterday 
that British Governor Lord Soames 
was responsible for the attack on 
his life and warned that he was pn 
the brink of pulling bis guerrilla 
army out of the Rhodesian cease- 
fire. 

• At a news conference, Mugabe 
angrily asserted that Britain, South 
Africa, and Rhodesian officials 
were conspiring to defeat Ills party 
by assassination, arrests and 
obstruction. 

Mugabe said the explosion which 
rocked his motorcade in the city of 
Fort Victoria on Sunday, narrowly* 
missing his car, “was obviously the 
work of Rhodesian forces whom tbe 
governor chose to deploy and who 
are working under the governor’s 
general orders." 

"Evil conspirators have made 
me their chief target," Mugabe 
said. 

In another Incident, reported by 
Rhodesia Radio yesterday, a 
branch chairman of Mugabe’s par- 
ty and his wife were killed in the 
remote town of Chipihga when an 
unidentified man hurled four 
grenades into their home. 

The assassination attempt coin- 
cided with mounting confrontation 
between Mugabe and Lord Soames 
who, under Britain's peace plan for 
Its rebel colony, has sweeping 
powers as he leads it to pre-

Ron, a 37-yeicr-oId former Argentinian, has 
serv ed as the kibbutz chief chef for io years. 

, Assisted by five or six non-professionals i he 
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prepares 1,200 main meals a day, as well as 
breakfast and supper for a similar number. 
In addition to a choice of two meat courses, 
the kitchen prepares a dally vegetarian main 
course and a main meal for those following 
special diets. 

As for the breakfasts, Ron said toot the 
kitchen now prepares salad, although whole 
vegetables are also served for the oldtimers 
who like to make their own. Other dishes 
typical of the light morning and evening 
meals include porridge, cheese, leben and 
eggs with various salads. At one time, he 
said, there were also fresh rolls, but now the 
members have to be content with fresh bread 
from a nearby bakery. 

On the day I visited the kibbutz, dinner in- 
cluded tomato salad with onions, humous, 
eggplant salad, a green pepper and pineap- 
ple salad and pickles. There were two 
choices of soup, a dear broth with noodles 
and an onion soup with croutons alongside. 

The main courses included turkey 
schnitzel and braised chicken hearts for the 
meat eaters, blintzes for toe vegetarians, 
and boiled chicken for those with delicate 
digestion. There was a choice of plain boiled 
white rice or rice with lentils and braised 
cabbage. Dessert was a choice of grated 
carrots with orange juice or an apple com- 
pote. 

Had I been reviewing the kibbutz dining 
room. I would have given it top marks for all 


except perhaps the dessert, which seemed a 
bit weak. As a guest, I found the meal as ad- 
mirable. Especially impressive was the 
fact that diners were free to have as much as 
they liked of everything Including the main 
courses. 

I asked Ron if he and his staff paid atten- 
tion to the problems of nutrition and whether 
they planned meals taking such factors as 
cholesterol into account. He answered that 
aside from preparing a wide choice of well- 
balanced dishes, he felt that the kitchen staff 
could not act as policemen for the members 
or tell them what to eat. 

In order to extend his culinary perspec- 
tives, Ron last year spent a few months as 
apprentice chef at the Tel Aviv Hilton. While 
there, he was impressed by the hotel chefs, 
but he also realized that he and his staff had 
nothing to be ashamed of. He explained that 
while not attempting to serve haute cuisine, 
he does try to use some of its techniques 
when they are applicable. 

He cannot possibly hope to compete with 
■the hotel, with its staff of professional chefs, 
but he does have to work hard, both to 
satlafy his own standards, and to please the 
highly critical klbbutznlkim who are not shy 
about telling him when things are not to their 
liking. 

In fact, he said, he recently had a com- 
plaint that the food was too good. The critic 
felt that In view of the difficult economic 
situation, the meals should he more austere. 


Ron explained that he had been cutting his 
budget, and working harder to do so. At one 
time, he said, he would buy ready-made fish 
salad. Now he makes it himself. 

The turkey schnitzel, which was tender, 
juicy and tasty, came from toe cheapest part 
of the turkey, the scraps from the back of toe 
bird. This is meat which is well suited to be 
fried in advance and kept warm for a long 
period, Ron explained. 

Not everything is that easy. When steak is 
on the menu, he arranges for three men to 
work in the kitchen and keeps them busy at 
the grill from 11.15 until after 2 when the last, 
-diners have been served. 

However steak is not the most popular dish 
on the menu. Ironically, a recent survey by 
toe kibbutz news bulletin revealed this was 
canneloni. also one of the cheapest dishes to 
prepare. Ron admitted that his canneloni are 
not quite authentic, using home-made blintz 
wrappers, instead of the traditional tubular 
pasta shells but the members like them none- 
theless and keep coming back for more. 

But just to give some idea of the variety, on 
the day I visited the kibbutz, two men were 
busily sawing ducks Into quarters for the 
following day*s meal. The necks, wings and 
other odd bits went into a special bin where 
they would go to make gravy. 

At one time. Hon said, he cooked the ducks 
whole, in the classic manner, carving them 
after they were roasted. Eventually he. 


realized he could not take this extra effort, 
which in any case was not crucial to the, 
finished product. 

On the other hand, he does expend great ef- 
forts on special events, holidays and Shabbat ■ 
-meals, all of which mean extra hours for toe 
kitchen staff. Then the tables are arrayed' 
with lavishly decorated platters. 

Budget permitting, he hopes to have a new- ' 
ly expanded kitchen in a year or two, where ' 
he will have room for a new range of labour- 
saving equipment. Meanwhile, he and his 
staff are getting along without such items as 
convector ovens or automatic deep fryers. 

One of the favourite dishes at the kibbutz 
and one which gives a hint of Ron's South 
American background is a pepper and fruit 
salad which is both simple and original, as 
well as pleasant in appearance. According to 
the original recipe, he takes 15 kilos of finely 
sliced green peppers, eight kilos of finely 
sliced onions and six kilos of thinly sliced 
tinned peaches. 

For the home cook, such a salad would in- 
clude about eight large green peppers, four 
medium onions and a drained tin of peach 
halves. Season with vinegar, oil, salt and a 
little crushed garlic. Leave for at least two 
hours before serving. 

The salad may be kept for a few days and 
should improve with time. For a variation, 
use sweet red pepper and tinned pineapple. 

Meanwhile, the next time you visit a kib- 
butz, you may be in for a culinary surprise. 


I never 
ate so well

WITH THE currant crista in food 
prices,' I began to eat well. 
Previously, X had considered the 
careful -preparation of a dish 
something for the housewife with 
nothing else to do. I bought pots of 
white cheese and fruit, and chicken 
and turkey wings that I thrust for a 
few minutes under the grffl. This 
- diet could always be supplemented 
by meals in restaurants or candies. 
As a career woman. I had 
somet hing better to do than cook. 

Then came the months of rising, 
price*. A visit to the grocer for a 
few white cheeses, lebena, and the 
usual dairy breakfast and supper, 
mMn> the outlav of hundreds of 
pounds, dearly something had to 
begone. 

I first of all sallied forth to look 
for something cheap. A local fruit 
and vegetable seller supplied me 
with a large beetroot for IL7 and a 
cauliflower tor XL&8. X went home 
and made a magnificent borscht 
that filled two large containers and 
put the juicy beetroot aside for 
eating with other vegetables for a 
hearty meal. The borscht supplied 
cold drinks for many a day and was 
eafen .wfth eehel for breakfast. The 
cauliflower was fried up. with egg 
and flour — and made a better 
lunch than a few scrappy wings un- 
der'* grill. . 

Somewhere, .it had leaked- 
through to my ignorant brain that 
legumes were a source of protein. I 
went into ray local grocer , and ask- 
ed for beans and burghnl — no one 
had yet told me that these were 
much cheaper in the sfauk. The 
grocer saw he was dealing with a 
novice and recommended a tin of 
beans. I snatched a packet of dried 
white beans and stood my ground. 
The burghnl was more difficult as I 
did not know if fills was the Hebrew 
word or what it really, looked like, 
hi (he end X went off with a packet 
marked ’‘kosemet” and a packet of 
barley that the grocer Insisted was 
the original burgh uL 

The beans and kosemet were 
soaked overnight, hi the morning I 
ate a tasty breakfast of kosemet 
and barley bailed up and flavoured 
with some tomato purbe in a 
relatively inexpensive bottle. 

Anyway — I am eating better 
than I ever ate for years now that 
“austerity" has come. I hope other 
people can say the saihe.

OUR appeal for "Budget Food" 
recipes went straight to the hearts 
and pocket-books of many of you, 
Notably you never bothered to com- 
plain about the whys a7ld 
wherefores of our current situation, 
but sat light down and gave us of 
your best. 

Sonia Neu, of Kaplan St., Not 
Tam, questioned some of her 
neighbours to pass on their 
budgeting tips: 

"One canny lady who Is obsessed 
by the price of milk (so would you 
be with six children) gives her bag' 
a good shake before putting it In 
the holder. This prevents all that good 
cream sticking to the sides of the 
plastic. Any recipe calling for milk 
gets 50 per cent water Instead, and 
egg batter for shnltzel gets a dash 
of water too. She is also obsessed by 
the price of eggs and any cake 
recipe calling for a number of eggs 
gets one removed. She claims that 
none of these savings have been 
noticed taste wise. 

Another neighbour who com- 
mented that they are eating a lot of 
a "things" on toast lately, passed on 
the following gem. Any bread which 
is beginning to get a hanging 
around look about it she slices and 
freezes in a plastic hag. She claims 
frozen bread when toasted tastes 
better than fresh bread. 

Tet another lady buys frozen 
turkey gizzards at IL38 a kilo at 
the supermarket. She reckons it's a 
good buy — makes terrific soups, 
and If you are ambitious something: 
can be done with any leftover meat. 

A neighbour very close to my 
heart looked dreamily into space 
when I asked her and said she is all 
in favour of one day a week fasting 
— it strengthens the body, soul and 
pocketbook. 

My tip is that there must be a 
silver lining. Perhaps Mr. Hurvitz 
will su ccee d in whlttlingus down to 
the sylph-ltke figures we have 
always dreamed about."

Emergency Soap 
To satisfy the hungriest guest, 
and the moat budget-minded 1 
housewife, Marlon Lupu of Old 
Romema, Haifa, sent us this recipe 
— which, she adds, perhaps should 
undergo a name-change. 
“Emergency Soup 1 * sounds as 
though it had been cooked up in a 
shelter — doesn’t 'Soupe d’hiver’ 
sound somewhat classier?" 

Nevertheless, we’ve stuck to 
"Emergency Soup" because it 
seems to fit Ms. Lupu’s (and 
our) situation of the moment — 
"Gevalt! With a crowd of ravenous 
visitors on the way and practically 
nothing in the house (not to mention 
the bank account) I recently made 
this soup." 

5 large potatoes, peeled and sliced 
3 large onions, peeled and sliced 
II tbs soup powder 
K pack margarine (about 2 fi grm) 

1 heaped tbs flour 

large handful celery stalks, leaves, 

and dill 

salt, pepper, 

nutmeg (optional) 

1 cup of milk (optional) 

Put a large pan of water on to 
boil. Add sliced potatoes, onions 
and soup powder (parve chicken- 
flavoured, or mixed vegetables, or 
onion, all available In economy 
packs). In a smaller pan, melt 
margarine, add flour, and gradual- 
ly, three or four cupfuls of the hot 
soup. Stir well till a smooth sauce Is 
obtained. Four into larger pan and 
cook gently till potatoes and onions 
are soft. Liquidise or mash 4rlth 
fork. In blender, liquidise chopped 
celery and dill with a cup water or 
milk till fine, add to soup: Season. 
Just before serving, top with 
croutons or grated cheese. (Soup 
tastes, even better the next day, 
heated gently.) 


Budget Quick Potato Soup 
Samuel D. Oman of French Hill, 
Jerusalem, says his soup is quick, 
easy, and "quite tasty," and a 
cheap way to stretch a milk meal. 
8-4 potatoes, 

1 carton shemenet or yoghurt 
1-2 cups milk 

water 

margarine 

2 onion 

salt, pepper, pinch of dill seed. 

Peel and cube potatoes, slice 
onion, add enough water to cover 
vegetables, and boil with 
seasonings for 15-20 minutes. When 
■potatoes are soft, mash them in the 
pot with a fork and add shemenet, a 
dollop of margarine and the milk. 
Reheat and serve. Can also be serv- 
ed chilled. 


Turkey Wing Stew 
"Although I’m a vegetarian, my 
family is not; therefore It is es- 
pecially wasteful to prepare an ex- 
pensive 'flelsig' meed If the cook Is 
not going to enjoy it," writes Mrs. 
Batya Medad, of Belt Vegan, 
Jerusalem. Thus, she often gives 
her family an. inexpensive meal of 
turkey wings. 

turkey wings (one or two per serving 
sweet potato, sliced in large chunks 
cinnamon and curry to taste 
apple slices to cover 
~ Prepare wings for cooking and 
place in heavy pot. Add spices. 
Cook on very low flame (check if 
water must be added, some pots 
need It and others don't). After 
about 45 minutes, add sweet potato, 
apple and more spices. Check about 
water again. Cook about another 30 
minutes, or until well cooked. 

Convertible Kurdish Hash 
Leah Levinson, of Haifa says her 
chard hash Is equally tasty made 
with ground meat or grated cheese. 
Safad cheese Is best, but any old 
dry cheese will do. Her husband 
Murk adds that the dish should be 
served hot — "but husbands have 


been . known to eat It cold with 
ketchup.” 

% kilo chard (tered kurdi), finely 
chopped 

200 grm ground meat, or V& cup dry 
white cheese, or Vi cup yellow 
cheese, grated. 

2 eggs

Finally, from Ms. J.D.H. Cohen 
of Kiryat Haim, comes "the recipe 
to end all recipes for budget 
cooking.” 

She writes thus: 

“My contribution to your budget 
feat.ure features a vegetable which 
is now in the height of Its season 
tastes very similar to spinach 
grows throughout most of Israel 
and is free for the picking. It's call 
ed in Arabic Hubeize, from the 
word hubeiz, or bread. 

"What you do Is this: pick the 
plant growing in empty lots 
streets, hills and dales, wherever 
you look, in green clusters. Wash it 
chop it, fry an onion and/or garlic 
to taste, till golden, then add the 
chopped hubeize and stir fry for 
about five minutes. Add salt and/or 
pepper, cover and simmer on 
very low flame another 10 minutes 
and serve. 

“I learned from Arab friends to 
eat It sandwich style In pitta or to 
put it In a dish and scoop it up with 
small pieces of pitta. It can be eaten 
'as a side dish vegetable, as it is. 

"It also tastes good cold. With 
spinach so expensive and hubeize 
free, the similarity of tastes and the 
ease of preparation, I think this 
dJsh should be a winner."

Keeping within a budget 


FOR GOOD nutrition on a budget, 
remember to plan your menus to 
contain at least four vegetables or 
fruits, a protein food (cheese, meat, 
fish, milk, egg or legume) and nuts, 
whole wheat germ or cereal 
(burgul, barley, brown grits). Vary 
your foods to ensure getting ail the 
vitamins and minerals. 

To this basic menu add the 
calories required with some fat, 
starch, bread and sugar. We all 
overeat, so serve carefully, don’t 
put food on platters, serve small 
portions and seconds only on de- 
mand to avoid plate waste. 

When buying, keep in mind most 
tinned vegetables are cheaper than 
fresh. When one large carrot or 
tomato costs IL4, I buy tinned 
tomatoes and frozen cubed carrots. 
Tinned sweet potatoes, high in 
calories * and Vitamin A are the 
same price as fresh. Sometimes 
dried parsley and onions are a 
better buy than fresh. 

Semolina la the cheapest cereal 
and good for soup, as a side dish In- 
stead of potatoes and in a sweet 
dessert. Liver and gizzards are the 
cheapest meats. The latter make a 
good goulash or ground meat balls. 

Remember when cooking meat 
that overcooking on a high flame 
destroys the quality of the protein

whilst shrinking the quantity. Use a 
wonderpot or pressure cooker to 
save energy. Stir fry your foods the 
Chinese way, cover and steam for 
three minutes.

One pot meals are economical 
and satisfying for winter. An onion 
soup with grated cheese or fish or 
meat balls. Russian boraht with 
potatoes and bits of meat gives a 
hearty meal. Vegetable stew with 
eggs, or a milk soup with noodles or 
potatoes are good for supper meals. 
Make your own soups by throwing 
all extra bones, leaves and peels 
(even apple peels) Into a pot, 
season with soup powder. 

Budget Salads, which Include 
grated radish or turnip, are ex- 


cellent seasoned with lemon, salt, 
sugar and mustard. They are cheap 
and good. Chinese cabbage, sliced, 
can be treated the same say. 

“Serve a dessert to lift morale," 
says Vita, which recently 
demonstrated main meals costing 
an average of IL35 per person, us- 
ing their soups, tinned fruits and 


cheese and milk if you can’t use 
what you have. If. however, milk 
goes sour or cheese spoils, use them 
in chocolate cake or pancakes. 

For your own pickled vegetables, 
cook cubes of eggplant, squash, 
carrots, celery, peppers, turnips or 
cauliflower in a marinade of 2 cups 
of salted water with onion, bay 
leaves, peppercorns and 14 cup of 
vinegar, until the water is mostly 
absorbed.

Instead of herring, which is sell- 
ing for IL150 a kilo, make pickled 
mackerel, which costs IL68 a kilo. 
Slice the fish while it is still frozen 
and cover with cooking salt. Keep 
for three days, in the refrigerator, 
turning every day. You can eat the 
fish as it is'after washing off the 
salt, or marinate it in the mixture 
given • above for pickling 
vegetables, fir >wiI2- keep tor .t unr# 
weeks. • 


Make your own candy. Melt two 
tablespoons of sugar with one 
tablespoon syrup or honey, stirring 
until sugar Is melted. Cook with a 
cup of roasted peanuts and 2 table 
spoons of sesame seeds for two 
minutes. Then pour onto a slab or 
board. Cut or break in pieces. 

Finally, for a master recipe for a 
budget main dish for four to six peo- 
ple, mix two cups of cooked noodles 
or rice, two cups white sauce or 
tomato sauce, 2 beaten eggs, 
seasoning (salt, pepper, curry, 
parsley, fried onion and garlic), one 
tin of tuna or mackerel ar one to two 
cups of cubed chicken.

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IF YOU always thought of the Givat 
Shaul Wholesale Distribution Cen- 
tre as a market only for Mahane 
Yehuda vendors and greengrocers 
— think again. Individuals are 
welcome to purchase produce there 
as well, and the experience may be 
just as much a reward as the money 
you save. 

-• Before considering making the 
trip (the market is In the Givat 
Shaul area on the way to the Har 
Hamenuhot cemetery), you must 
be prepared to buy in large quan- 
tities. That means 20 kilos of 
oranges and apples, 15 kilos of 
cucumbers and 4 kilos of 
strawberries. If this amount is too 
much for your family alone, you 
may want to divide the produce 
amongst two or more families. In 
any case, you will be saving about 
20 per cent over the open-air 


markets and 80-40 per cent over 
your local greengrocer. Next, you’ll 
need a car or other vehicle, unless 
you live In the Givat Shaul — Kiryat 
Moshe area and can draft several 
old baby carriages, along with the 
appropriate number of “pushers" 
to make your haul. Lastly, you 
must be willing and able to rise ear- 
ly on the morning of your "ex- 
pedition.” ‘ 

Arriving at the market anytime 
from 5 a.m. to 8 a.m., you’ll be in-

Vitamin losses .also occur when 
vegetables are peeled, chopped, 
sliced or shredded; vitamin C Is 
destroyed by oxygen and vitamin 
B2 by light. Use chilled vegetables 
straight from the fridge — do not let 
them come to room temperature — 
or the sugars they contain will be 
changed by enzyme action into 
starch and some of the flavour will 
be lost. Avoid peeling root 
vegetables when possible, because 
minerals are concentrated under 
the skin. Peels can sometimes be 
saved for soup. Frozen vegetables, 
already partially pre-cooked, 
should just be thawed If they are to 
he eaten cold la salads (like peas), 
and cooked .without thawing for 
other purposes. 

Qdck ooaldng not only saves gas 
or electricity, hut vitamins and 
minerals as well. Grains and 
legumes should be soaked several 
hours or overnight before cooking. 
Always try to cook vegetables in the 
shortest time possible, with the 
least amount of liquid. Use the li- 
quid to serve with the vegetable, 
make It Into a sauce, or add it to 
soup. If you must reheat 
vegetables, do it quickly in a 
covered pot on a small Same. Left- 
overs and their liquids can be sav- 
ed for casseroles, stews, omelettes, 
salads, quiches, etc. Add butter or 
margarine after the vegetables 
have cooked when possible, 
because vitamin A In the butter or 
margarine is destroyed by heat. 

. Try to add salt at the end of cook- 
ing, as It attracts moisture. Salting 
at the beginning tends to draw out 
vitamins, minerals and flavour. 
For those concerned about their 
salt intake, there’s an unusual and 
tasty alternative — kelp. A little 
sceptical myself, I began ex- 
perimenting lately using kelp 
powder (available in health food 
stores! Instead of half the amount 
of salt, and the results far exceeded 
my expectations. For the un- 
initiated. kelp Is a dried seaweed 
containing algln. Iodine and 
bromine. Available in pill or 
powdered form, it Is used in cooking 
as a salt substitute and In herbal 
medicine as a thyroid normalixer.

If you like to improvise while you.- 
cook. there’s nothing like having a 
friend around who appreciates 
valiant attempts. Such was the case 
this week, when friend Rose came 
to stay for a few days’ visit. The 
following recipes were the 
result.

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Just weigh the costs to daily shop- 
ping. If yon utilize public transport, 
it costs you at least ILZ2; and if 
you buy more than you are capable 
of carrying, you also have to pay for 
delivery. If you have your own car, 
you will save on the delivery 
Charge, but you will still be paying 
lor additional fuel. In relation to 
your total food bill, these extra 
costs may appear negligible, but 
when you add them up, you will dis- 
cover that over the period of a 
month, you could have bought two 
additional kilos of meat, more dairy 
products or more fruit and 
vegetables. 

Then there is the time element. It 
doesn’t matter how well organized 
a person you are, you simply cannot 
whiz in and out of the su per m arket 
inside five minutes. You have to 
stand in line to get your meat and 
fish if your preference is for fresh 
over frozen. If you have deli items 
on your shopping bat, you have to 
wait to be served. Then you have to 
stand to line again to get your fruit 
and vegetables weighed. When go- 
ing through the aisles of shelves, 
the chance* are that you'll be 
caught to at least one traffic snarl ; 
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h of your supermarket. 


and when you finally reach the 
check-out counters, you might And 
that there are 10 or 12 people ahead 
of you in every line, and that it may 
take the best part of 15 minutes 
before it’s your turn. Then you dis- 
cover that you still have to wait 
because the person ahead of you is 
a fum bier whose purchases are still 
scattered all over the counter, and 
there’s nowhere for you to place 
your shopping bag so that you con 
comfortably pack the items you 
have bought. 

Presuming that you decide to 
change your buying habits, there’s 
still the cost of gas and electricity 
which could be cut down through 
bulk cooking. If you're making a 
single roast tor Instance, you’re 
wasting heat and oven space. By us- 
ing all the racks in your oven at the 
one time, you will reduce your elec- 
tricity bill. The same concept 
applies to the top of the stove. There 
isn't much difference in the cooking 
time for one chicken or for four 
chickens, providing your pot is big 
enough. 

The budgeting of your shopping 
and cooking time gives you extra 
hours for other pursuits; and what 
you save in monetary costs may 
enable you to indulge in a few lux- 
uries which you might otherwise 
not be able to afford.

Economical Banana Bread 
Especially economical when you 
buy individual bruised or overripe 
bananas at a discount. 

Preheat oven to 350F (280C) 

1% cups mashed ripe bananas 
ii cup oil 

% cup brown sugar 

1 top. vanilla 

2 cups wholewheat flour 
hi cup wheat germ 

1 tsp. salt 


(Rubioger) 

1 top. baking soda 

2 eggs 

V& cup milk 

2 top. brewer’s yeast (optional) 

Vi cup chopped walnuts (optional) 
Beat wet ingredients together 
and add sugar. Sift in dry In- 
gredients and beat well. Pour into a 
greased and floured loaf, round or 
square pan. Bake 45-60 minutes or 
until a toothpick inserted In the cen- 
tre comes out clean and dry. May 
be served warm or cold, or made 
into toast. 

The texture of whole wheat flour 
varies, depending on how carefully 
It was ground. If the batter seems a 
bit too dry (it should be drier than 
cake batter) add a little more li- 
quid. If too wet, add more sifted 
flour. If you insist on using white 
flour, add about Vi more than the 
recipe indicates. For a more cake- 
like bread, add another egg or grind 
the wheat germ in the blender.

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Unemployed may reach 70,000 
this year, Dr. Katz warns

The number of unemployed will 
{trow in the course of this year from 
50.000 to 60.000 or 70.000. Labour 
.Minister Dr. Israel Katz said 
yesterday. He added that the 50.000 
figure reached at the end of the 
fourth quarter of 2979 represented a 
60 per cent rise over the number 
reached in mid-1976. 

The 60.000-70.000 figure predicted 
for this year will constitute a 4.5 per 
cent unemployment rate. 

Katz said that there would be a 
demand for some 15-18.000 new 
workers in industry and commerce. 
But the economic planners hope to 
reduce the number of those 
employed in service industries by 
10.000.' and another 25,000-30,000 
potential workers will join the 
labour force after completing array 
service. Thus some 20,000 new un- 
employed are likely to join the pre- 
sent 50,000 unemployed.

You've got to be in It to win it, say 
the gamblers of this world. The 
slogan is equally applicable to 
Israel's fashion Industry. This week 
88 Israeli manufacturers are in- 
vesting hundreds of thousands of 
pounds in a calculated gamble to 
retain existing overseas outlets and 
to win. new ones. 

Their participation in the 20th 
Israel Fashion Week, which opened 
yesterday at the Tel Aviv Hilton, is 
costing each of them well in excess 
of IL30.000. excluding the in- 
vestments made in new collections. 
The participation fee for each 
manufacturer is ILlO.OOO. plus $380 
for hire of the room. Add to this the 
hiring of models and showroom 
staff, the cost of food and beverage, 
and the* amount becomes hair- 
raising. 

It is small wonder tbat the 
Fashion Week organisers decided 
to cancel the traditional gala 
fashion show, which sets the mood 
for every Fashion Week. “We 
would have had to spend more than 
ZLlxn. to put it on" said Yitzhak 
Hananel. chairman of the Fashion 
Centre at the Export Institute. 

Sixteen of the firms showing 
collections are first-time ex- 
hibitors. “We were very happy to 
absorb them in our ranks," said 
Hananel. "but we had to make sure 
that they were capable of meeting 
export demands. We gave them 


guidance and encouragement 
because wc don't regard each other 
as competitors. It's a united effort 
to enhance the prestige of Israel's 
fashion Industry." 

Rami Gutt, director general of 
the Export Institute, noted that 
economic policy represents a sharp 
turning point for exports. “Hie in- 
creased potential of export in- 
dustries is the direct result of that 
policy" he said. 

Currently some SO per cent of 
fashion production is exported. 
Gutt predicted that over the next 
two years this would rise to 50 per 
cent. 

A little over 5 per cent of the par- 
ticipants in Fashion Week are new- 
comers. “I will not be surprised." 
Gutt' told a press conference yester- 
day, “If 30-40 per cent of the par- 
ticipants in the next Fashion Week 
tin August) will be names you v 
never heard of." 

Chana Weiss, director of the 
knitwear department at the 
Ministry of Industry. Trade and 


Tourism, announced that total 
fashion and textile exports In 1979 
amounted to $340m. Germany was 
Israel's number one market last 
year, she said, and sales to the U.S. 
have been decreasing over. the last 
three years. She attributed the drop 
to customs duties which are 
sometimes as high as 50 per cent. 

While buyers missed out on a 
fashion show, the media was given 
some compensation by way of an. 
Impromptu catwalk parade with 
garments from 14 collections. 
Among the more outstanding Items 
was a superb quilted suede coat in a 
majestic Ming blue by Ero; a 
quilted krusheen jacket over an un- 
quilted krusheen jumpsuit in dazzl- 
ing peacock by Sportlife; and a 
layered hooded dress by Riki Ben- 
Ari. 

The largest contingents of buyers 
in Israel to date are from Germany 
and England. So far, buyers repre- 
sent 17 countries. More are ex- 
pected to arrive today and 
tomorrow.

— A strike by 
workers in Britain’s state-run steel 
Industry, now in its seventh week, 
showed signs of faltering yesterday 
when union leaders representing 
70,000 craftsmen accepted an In- 
creased pay offer. 

: The nine unions of the craftsmen, 
about half the British Steel Cor- 
poration's workforce, advised 


acceptance of an extra 14 per cent 
in exchange for Increased produc- 
tivity. 

The two main unions represen- 
ting the rest of the workers, 
steelmakers and blastfumacemen, 
have been sticking out for a 20 per 
cent rise, and several attempts to 
negotiate a settlement of the strike 
have failed.

TEL AVIV. — Net profits of the 
Mortgage and Development Bank 
doubled in the year ending 
December 31. 1979 and stood at 
ILsa.3m. The bad&iice sheet total 
reached lLi2.S9b., compared with 
IL6.2b. a year ago. 

Due to the generally poor con- 
ditions in the capital market the 
bank did not undertake any new 
public financing issues last year. 
The growth of IL73.3ra. In the 
bank's funds was primarily ac- 
counted for by a transfer of part of 
the bank's profits to this paragraph 
of the balance sheet. 

The bank continued to Issue 
bonds to finance its mortgage 


business, and the total- amount in 
circulation rose to ILlo.Sb., reflec- 
ting a gain of Just over 100 per cent. 

During the year the bank paid 24 
per cent in cash dividends, and it 
will pay shareholders 39 per cent In 
bonus shares. 

Net profits per share, taking into 
consideration full dilution, came to 
IL0.82. o compared with IL0J7 a 
year ago. 

The bank was founded 21 years 
ago and is & subsidiary of the 
Discount Bank. It specializes in 
housing mortgages for young 
couples and new Immigrants. 

Karl JReicb. general manager of 
the bank, has been one of the 
staunch opponents of the recently 
introduced "index-linked mortgage 
loans" for new Immigrants. 


Human error caused refinery fire

The fire at the Haifa Refineries' 
ethylene plant on January 6 was 
caused by human error, states a 
report by an Investigating com- 
mittee submitted to Energy 
Minister Yitzhak Moda'l yesterday. 

The conflagration at the new 
9220m. plant caused scores of 
millions of pounds of damage, it 
was estimated. Two of the plant's 
furnaces were severely damaged. 

The committee was appointed by 
Moda'i and consisted of ministry 
and refinery experts, Including the 
ministry’s chief scientist. Prof. 
Arthur Shavlt. and official Amnon 
Einav. It also included Independent 
experts, such as Prof. Ze'ev 
Resnlk. a Technlon chemical 
engineer. 


The committee concluded that 
the ftre broke out when light car- 
bons came into contact with some 
"hot objects.” 

The carbon escaped from its con- 
tainer when a group of workers in- 
competently attempted to open a 
blockage In a pipe, without apply- 
ing adequate safety measures, and 
contrary to regular work 
procedures. 

Had the employees acted In line 
with standing regulations, the Are 
would have been avoided, states the 
report. 

The refinery appointed an In- 
vestigating committee so on after 
the accident which wili soon submit 
Its conclusions. 

The fire damage has been 
repaired and the plant has returned 
to full production.

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Waiting for Shamir 


THERE IS NOW a strong- likelihood that by the end of the 
month, perhaps in fact within a week, Knesset Speaker Titzhak 
Shamir will finally be installed as the new minister for foreign 
affairs. 

Finally, because Mr. Shamir's candidacy for the post, vacant 
since late October, has been mooted for several weeks now. The 
He rut deputy, once a LHY commander, is supposed to he 
Premier Be gin's favourite choice. But the hungry Liberals, 
deprived of Finance, have had their designs on Foreign Affairs, 
if only as a means of extracting some other fair compensation. 

They have had to be properly satisfied first. Then, too, it 
seems Mr. Begin has himself grown rather fond of the role of de 
facto foreign minister which he assumed following Moshe 
Dayan’s resignation. 

In truth Mr. Begin appropriated for himself, as prime 
minister, a goodly chunk of the foreign minister's territory 
directly from Mr. Dayan. The conduct of relations with the U.S. 
was previously a more-or-less joint responsibility of the foreign 
minister and the premier: under Mr. Begin, It became his 
almost exclusive domain. 

His chosen instrument, the American ambassador to Tel 
Aviv, tended to eclipse, for major practical purposes, Israel's 
own envoy in Washington. 

This is not likely to change materially when Mr. Shamir takes 
over as foreign minister. Nor can it be expected that Mr. Shamir 
will restore to the ministry areas of concern lost to it over the 
past two years, such as Lebanon, and the autonomy talks, and 
more recently the normalisation with Egypt. 

Unnaturally diminished In the proper scope of its responsibly 
ty, the Foreign Ministry nevertheless still has a role to play — if 
only it is allowed to play it. Although a few score countries have 
severed relations with Israel since 1907, most parts of the world 
are still accessible to Israeli diplomacy. The problem Is to bring 
this fact to bear on the making of policy. 

Without a fully-fledged foreign minister, seated at the Cabinet 
table, this surely cannot be done. 

. Another useful service Mr. Shamir might be able to perform 
is to protect his able staff, headed by director-general Yosel 
Ciechanover, against such mindless attacks as the one launched 
by his party comrade, Mordechai Zlporl, who is the deputy 
defence minister. 

To Mr. Zlporl, the Foreign Ministry's main fault is the shor- 
tage of dedicated Herutnlks. He would remedy the situation by 
placing more of his party members in senior posts, even at the 
cost of relaxing budgetary restrictions. This would seem to. be 
just about the last thing this highly depolltlcised department 
needs at this time. 

If Israel is not doing too well in its relations with the outside 
world, this is not because of a vacuum of ideological devotion In 
the foreign ministry, but because of a vacuum of policy — and 
even of a conception of policy. 

Here is a challenge for Mr. Shamir.. Let him fill this vacuum, 
or at least narrow It appreciably, if he can: he will then behall- 
ed as a true miracle-man. 


Doctors’ rebellion 


IT IS UNDERSTANDABLE that when cuts are made in man- 
power for budgetary reasons, the trade unions affected should 
say no. But the sanctions adopted by the doctors' union go too 
far. 

First of all the victims are the patients. The technique of put- 
ting pressure on the government by making patients suffer can 
only succeed if the government is more soft-hearted than the 
practitioners, which would be a pity. One expects more from the 
physicians, who are close to the sick and responsible for their 
welfare. 

Of course even they can be driven too far. The Health Ministry 
has decided to reduce hospital staffs by 6.3 per cent, or 1,222 in- 
dividuals, of whom 200 or more are physicians. It is a poor 
reward for men and women who have studied for so many years 
and offered unstinted service at their jobs to now be given the 
boot. Moreover, the cuts reflect no overall national medical 
programme. This the Health Ministry has never been able to 
provide. The reasons for the cuts are purely economic; little 
wonder the doctors rebel. 

But the time of reckoning had to come. Israelis have been liv- 
ing in a fools' paradise called inflation. Deflation spells a return 
to reality, and it is a painful process. Medical personnel are not 
the only ones to suffer. Practically the whole civilian public ser- 
vice is exposed to the economy drive. 

It would be more sensible to try and minimize the damage. 
Jobless doctors should seek out the posts which are available 
elsewhere in the land. Once the hospital directors agree to sub- 
mit lists of those who are to be redundant, the ban on new 
recruitment will be lifted. 

There are plenty of vacancies in outlying places (Nahariya, 
Safad, Ashkelon) , also in branches of medicine that are short of 
practitioners. This means moving house, or acquiring a new 
specialization. It is better to take the necessary initiative than to 
choke up the hospitals with patients who should be released; or 
to make threats about a large exodus from Israel. 

Such fist-shaking solves no problems. Israel has a greater 
density of physicians than any other country. The country can- 
not, with the best will in the world, take on more medical prac- 
titioners than it has places for; just as it cannot employ more 
airline pilots, lawyers, social workers or civil servants than it 
has the means to finance. 

The doctor's spokesman. Ram Yishai, says he has an alter- 
native economy plan, which saves money while at the same 
time saving jobs. Health Minister Eliezer Shostak has stated he 
is prepared to listen. Now they should start talking. -

THE AUTONOMY negotiation 
between Egypt and Israel was born 
under an unlucky star. It began 
with Foreign Affairs Minister 
Moshe Dayan and Defence Minister 
Ezer Weizoian dissociating 
themselves from the guidelines 
whereby the Israeli delegation was 
to conduct the autonomy talks. Mr. 
Dayan and Mr. Weizman have 
many admirable qualities, but 
these do not include a spectacular 
talent for reticence. 

By absenting themselves from 
the autonomy discussions since 
May 2979. they have virtually 
proclaimed to anyone who would 
listen — including the Egyptians 
and Palestinians — that they do not 
think much of Prime Minister 
Begin'8 interpretation of the 
autonomy provisions of the Camp 
David accords. It is hard to expect 
the Egyptians and Palestinians to 
become enthusiastic about con- 
ditions that two Israeli ministers 
overtly regard as parsimonious and 
unrealistic. 


The Camp David signatories 
were merely postponing their in- 
evitable confrontation on the final 
status of the West Bank and Gaza 
by the technique of an Interim ac- 
cord that would leave each of them 
with his ultimate aim intact. They 
know very well that they have no 
agreement on their destination; but 
this need not prevent them from go- 
ing a certain distance together. 


The cabinet's autonomy 
guidelines were also criticized by 
the parliamentary opposition; but 
this was less momentous In its 
effects than the oandld reservations 
of the Foreign Affairs Minister and 
the Defence Minister. After ail, the 
duty of opposition is to criticize, 
while the duty of ministers la to 
show solidarity, 

Thus, the constitutional in- 
coherence of the present cabinet 
destroyed Its own tactical position 
before the dialogue with Egypt was 
engaged. Interior MlnlBter Yosef 
Burg undertook his responsibilities 
as chairman of the Israel delega- 
tion with his prospects seriously un- 
dermined. There was poetic justice 
In thla. Mr, Begln'a autonomy 
guidelines were designed primarily 
to win the agreement not of Egypt 
or the United States, but of the 
National Religious Party. In this — 
and only In this — they were 
successful. 


The result Is that Dr. Burg and 
his Egyptian counterpart. Premier 
Mustapha Khalil, have been mark- 
ing time so vigorously as to give the 
Impression that they are moving 
forward. The ground trembles un- 
der their feet, but always In the 
same place. 

The hope of salvaging the 
autonomy Idea lies In a return to the 
precise assumption that enabled 
the Camp David accords to be sign- 
ed. That assumption was hoi the il- 
lusion of harmony, hut the frank 
acceptance of discord.

CHRISTIAN COMMON STATEMENT 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir. — While deeply appreciative 
of the generous coverage given by 
The Post to the common statement 
on the recent increase in “anti- 
Christian violence in Jerusalem" 
(February 11, of vfiich I am a co- 
signatory, I would like to make the 
following clarifications: 

As far as I am, aware, it does not 
accurately describe the reason for 
not addressing the statement to a 
particular government body to say 
that “the signers... represent 
churches which do not recognise 
the Israeli annexation of East 
Jerusalem (or for that matter 
Israeli rule over West 
Jerusalem)." It would be much 
more accurate to say that, since 
opinion within the Christian com- 
munity on these issues is not un- 
animous, and since the common 
statement was designed to express 
the common sentiments of 
Orthodox, Catholic and Protestant 
Christians, as honestly perceived 
by the co-signatories, it was 
thought best to avoid giving any 1 im- 
pression of prejudging any such 
delicate issue in any way. As 
regards the United Christian Coun- 
cil In Israel, I am not aware of any 
policy statement on its part concer- 


ning these questions. However, an 
examination of its practice reveals 
that it includes West Jerusalem 
bodies, but that. In at least one con- 
crete case, it expressed itself as un- 
able, because of its actual name, to 
include among the membership an 
East Jerusalem body. Ultimately of 
course, the recognition, or 
otherwise, of political boundaries is 
not the task of the Christian 
Church, but of the community of 
nations, which has evolved norms, 
criteria and procedures for this 
purpose. 

The headline chosen for your arti- 
cle might have given the impres- 
sion that the mention made in the 
statement of the internationally 
guaranteed special statute for 
Jerusalem was specifically related 
to the recent incidents. I do not 
myself regard the text of the state- 
ment as relating the two Issues in 
this way. Rather, as I have un- 
derstood it, the statement simply 
provided an occasion for what it 
terms a "reminder" of this quite 
distinct issue.

of the Arab population In the 
territories, the universal recogni- 
tion of their peoplehood by the 
world community, the sheer eccen- 
tricity of a nation governing a 
foreign people one-third of its own 
size — will all combine to produce a 
solution based an Arab in- 
dependence when the permanent 
status is negotiated. 


THE PROFESSIONAL literature 
on diplomacy tends to celebrate 
precision. In the words of the late 
Prime Minister, of Canada, Lester 
Pearson, "There is nothing more 
important than to make It perfectly 
clear in unambiguous terms what 
was agreed upon... The lines should 
be made so clear that little or 
nothing can be read between or 
behind them." ("Diplomacy in the 
Nuclear Age,” Harvard University 
Press, 19S9, p.47) 

With all respect to my late Cana- 
dian friend, International ex- 
perience does not endorse this 
rigorous judgment. There are 
many good reasons why negotiators 
may sometimes think it wise to set- 
tle for an Imprecise agreement. 
They may quite legitimately wish 
to postpone refractory Issues for 
later discussion In order not to hold 
up agreement on Issues that are 
already ripe for settlement. They 
may use their partial agreement to 
to place the residual dispute Into a 
new context where it can be handl- 
ed more effectively. 

This logic was undoubtedly at 
work at Camp David. Many of us 
who thought that there were better 
solutions in the long run than the 
“self-government" proposal of 
Camp David supported the agree- 
ment precisely because of Its im- 
precision. 

It does not satisfy any final ambi- 
tion. It does not give immediate In- 
dependence to the Palestinians, or 
peace with secure boundaries to 
Israel, But it does not preclude 
either or both of these options. It 
creates a momentum of which the 
outcome will be determined by 
events that cannot now be foreseen. 

Mr. Begin can hope that the 
autonomy regime will be so viable 
and harmonious that there 'will 
never he a compelling pressure to 
develop it into Arab Independence, 
either in conjunction with Jordan or 
in any other form. Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat clearly hopes 
that the massive physical presence 
of the Arabs, the inherent 
dynamism of an autonomous In- 
stitution, the separatist tendencies 


OF THESE two contradictory 
dreams, there la no doubt that 
Anwar Sadat's has most support in 
the Camp David text. The word 
“autonomy" has its own inherent 
bias. The Britannica definition is: 
“autonomy: Greek 'autos' self, 
'nomos' law — the condition of liv- 
ing under one's own laws." An 
autonomous body does not have a 
power of sovereign legislation, hut 
It does have a power of enactment. 

Mr. Begin Invented the idea of 
“full" autonomy. This implies that 
there are varying degrees of 
autonomy and that Mr. Begin 
favours the highest degree of 
autonomy that the word can signify 
or sustain. The "West Bank and 
Gaza" are always mentioned in the 
Camp David text In an Arab, never 
in a Zionist context. 

Above all, the military ad- 
ministration, which la the focus of 
the Israeli authority in the 
territories, is referred to only In a 
negative spirit — as something that 
is to be “withdrawn" and 
“replaced." How anything can co- 
exist together with that which 
“replaces" it after its 
“withdrawal" Is a mystery beyond 
the power of the English language 
to solve. 


Dry Bones 
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THE CRISIS In the Likud's position 
ties in the gap between the policy 
that it supports and the document 
that its leader has signed. The 
policy is to block any possibility of 
an Arab national destiny in any 
part of the West Bank and Gaza. 
But the document contains an in- 
trinsic dynamism driving towards 
an Arab destiny. 

If the purpose of the document 
was to enaure the eternal in- 
divisibility of Eretz Ylarael as a 
Jewish state, then the Israeli 
draughtsmanship is the worst in 
diplomatic history. If, on the other 
hand,- the draft is to be taken at its 
face value, then Mr. Begin has 
come very near to the advocacy of a 
separate Arab nationhood in a part 
of Western Palestine. 

- The fact -that the Palestinians do 
not grasp the Immensity of the 
gains which Sadat achieved for 
them at Camp David simply con- 
firms that now, as during the last 
four decades, they do not discern 
where their true interest lies. 

These anomalies do not change 
the fact that Israel is committed by 
governmental decision and 
parliamentary ratification to “full 
autonomy" for the inhabitants of 


the West Bank and Gaza, and that 
our country's contractual Integrity, 
as well as Its relations with the 
world community, are at stake. Tip 
only viable course tor our govern- 
ment is to swallow hard and to fulfil 
what it has signed. 

“Full autonomy" falls short of in- 
dependence, and the Israeli govern- 
ment is within its rights when it re- 
jects the Egyptian “model" which 
virtually establishes Palestinian 
statehood at once, instead of argu- 
ing its case during the interim 
period. But Israel would be oh. 
much stronger ground for all con-' 
tingencles If it were to amend ith 
proposals so as to bring it Into real 
accord with the Gamp David agree- 
ment. 

To maintain full control of land, 
water, security, ultimate juridical 
authority and all legislation, to 
deny the autonomous system any 
external emblems of peoplehood or 
any form of enactment, to Insist bn 
a settlement policy that is designed 
to close all partitionist options in 
the final settlement — and to 
dignify this by the title pf “fun 
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idea together with a 'loss of 
American support and of any kind 
of sympathy in world opinion. 


IN THEIR initial proposals, both 
Egypt and Israel are virtually 
transcending the concept of an In- 
terim agreement in order to pre- 
determine the final status in their . 
-own favour: Zfthdtifl tbeirmoSft’It 
would seem better to confront the 
problems of a final settlement, in- 
cluding the boundary issue, without 
delay. 

There are some, especially in die 
Labour movement, who advocate 
this now, or who think that this 
should have been. done at Camp 
David. I cannot sustain this view. - 
At the present time there is no Arab 
party that would offer the Egyp-* 
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Haifa Customs House
